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Beirut Gov't 
Bares List of 
Syrian Arms 
Smugglers 


BEIRUT (AP)—Lebanese 
Premier Sami Solh announced 
Monday he is appealing “to the 
world’s conscience” to fix the 
blame for the two-month--old 
Lebanese crisis. 

The Premier issued the ap- 
peal simultaneously with a Gov- 
ernment reiease of a list of 50 
names of Syrian and Lebanese 
allegedly captured smuggling 
arms into the Lebanon. 

The Government charges that 
these men were trained in Syria, 

The Premier also announced 
the publication of what he 
called “a list of evidence which 
we already have in hand and 
which is based on judicial docu- 
ments and confessions of the 
Lebanese and Syrian persons 
whom security forces arrested 
on the scene of the incidents 
and put in jail for trial.” 

Solh said the United Nations 
observers would be invited to 
meet and talk with these cap- 
tives. 

“Now, as we publish this list, 
we. hope that the world’s con- 
science wili feel the crisis which 
Lebanon is suffering through 
the intervention of the United 
Arab Republic,” Solh said. 

Meanwhile, an atmosphere of 
tension gripped Beirut Monday 
as security forces braced them- 
selves against a strong possi- 
bility of a big battle inside 
Beirut. 

The gossip about impending 
new fighting spread swiftly 
throughout the city In the 
morning after a night of noisy 
and violent explosions and 
shooting. 

"n Tripoli security units 
drove back grenade-throwing 
rebels and shelled buildings 
sheltering snipers. 


Politicians Confer 

BEIRUT (Kyodo - Reuter)— 
Lebanese politicians Sunday 
held a series of hill resort con- 
ferences aimed at ending the 
eight-week-old civil war. 

A majority of parliamentary 
deputies and ministers now 
appear to be convinced that 
fighting here can only be ended 
through an internal settlement. 

This view has been reinforced 
by publication of the first U.N. 
observer report which gave no 
support to the Government 
Claims of “massive interven- 
tion” from neighboring Syria. 

The immediate aim of the 
secret meetings was to trv to 
find a presidential candidate 
acceptable to both sides. 

The hope is now growing 
here that the insurrection can 
be brought to an end with the 
election Of'a new president by 
the Chamber of Deputies on 
July 24, ~ 

Hopes for success were raised 
by the fact that the opposition, 
which had earlier threatened to 
boyeott the election, now ap- 
peared willing to join in the 
search for a suitable candidate 
acceptable to both sides. 

Among those named as a pos- 
sible successor to President 
Camille: Chamoun are army 
Chief of Staff Gen. Fuad Chehab, 
and Alfred Naccache, President 
from 1941 until 1943 when Leb- 
anon achieved its independ- 
ence.

Councillors Finance Committee, 
the Prime Minister added he 


was not considering the dis- 
patch of a special envoy to 
Peiping. 


Opposition and Independent 
members of the Diet questioned 
the Government on various is- 
sues, inchiding the suspended 
trade reiations with Communist 
China. 

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujivyama also spoke in defense 
of the Government's cautious 
attitude toward Red China. He 
said the “wait-and-see” policy 
does not mean refusal to reopep 
trade relations with the China 
mainiand. It only means that 
the Government will not say 
anything provocative to aggra- 
yate the situation, he said. 

Prime Minister Kishi aiso 
said that efforts would be made 
to remedy the unbalanced trade 
relations with the United States 
and also to extend yen credits 
to Southeast Asian countries. 

Kishi also told his question- 
ers that he has not yet made 
a final decision for a_ visit 
abroad, although he said that 
he would like to visit Latin 
America. 

He said he has no “concrete 
plans” for a second trip to the 
United States, 

Answering a Communist 
member, the Prime Minister 
said Communist China appears 


to be gradually shaking itself 
free from heavy dependence 


on the Soviet Union in order 
to develop trade with the Free 
World.

Japan's latent imperialism” 
stressed tbat Japan is being 
dragged further toward the old 
path of militarism and im- 
perialism, menacing the peace 
of Asia and the whole world. 

Peiping Radio quoted the edi- 
torial as saving the Kishi Gov- 
ernment has not shown any re- 
merse for the crime of invad- 
ing China. On the contrary, it 
said, trailing behind the United 
States,’ Japan had adopted a 
hostile stand to China, working 
hard for two Chinas and mak- 
ing every effort to prevent the 
restoration of normal relation- 
ship between Japan and China, 

The editorial accused Kishi of 
two-faced tactics in using poll- 
tical capital and commercial 
profit from friendly contacts be- 
tween the Japanese and Chinese 
peoples to strengthen the bar- 
gaining position with the United 
States and adopting an arrogant 
imperialist view in regard to 
China as the object of Japan's 
economic expansion, 

Japanese monopoly capitalists 
used profits gained in the 
Korean War for the renewed 
fight for foreign markets and 
put forward a so-called South- 
east Asia plan consisting of 
American capital, Japanese 
technique and Southeast Asian 
resources, the editorial asserted. 


It added “Japan, with Ameri- 
can help, became the recipient 
of equipment for launching and 
carrying atomic weapons, 

“Japan’s military industry is 
fully restored and has poten- 
tialities greater than the prewar 
period.

“Administration sources,” the 
dispatch added, “said President 
Eisenhower's note would em- 
phasize that it was he who 
made the proposal on prevent 
ing surprise attacks” in his 
April 25 and May 24 letters to 
Khrushchev, 

The Times said that Khrush- 
chev “may have moved in quick- 
ly with his own proposal to de- 
prive the United States of the 
propaganda advantage” after 
realizing that Eisenhower was 
about to enlarge on the surprise 
attack problem, 

It added that this is only one 
of the reservations United 
States officials express about 
the Soviet counter-proposal on 
preventing surprise attacks. 

It listed others as: a move by 
Russia to lure the U.S. into a 
ban on nuclear tests; an effort 
to regain strength in world pub- 
lic opinion after the Nagy execu- 
tions in Hungary: the Security 
Council veto of the Arctic in- 
spection pian; Soviet difficulties 
with Yugoslavia; and a proce- 
dure to circumvem the~®nited 
Nations.

tors’ offices In the country. The 
meeting wae convened at. the 
Justice Ministry yesterddy 


morning. 

Pointing out that there waa an 
exceptional increase In vote-buy- 
ing in the general election last 
May, hestold the prosecutors to 
deal with such unlawful action 
acequately ahd promptly, 

He also called on the prosecu- 
tors for quick extermination of 
commercial prostitution, éspe- 
clally cases of a Vicious nature, 
Prostitution has been banned in 
Japan under the Antiprostitu- 
tion Law that went into effect 
last April 1, 

Regarding corruption and 
violence, the Justice Minister 
stressed the need to clear out 
corruption from all govérnment 
and pu®@lic offices and to stamp 
out gangsterism in the Streets. 

Aichi said in this connection 
that there is need to tighten 
up on vicious and large-scale 
labor disputes, which are also 
on the increase, 

hecessary, punishment 
should be meted out to, leaders 
in such disputes as criminals, 
he said, 

The Police Agency will hold 
a meeting of criminal investiga- 
tion chiefs of all police depart+ 
ments in the country Tiesday 
and Wednesday to niap aut 
measures for a clamp-@own on 
pickpockets, 

The agency will take steps at 
the same time to bolster its 
teamwork with the Japan’ Na- 
tional Rallway Corporation to 
stamp out pickpocketing on INR 
trains. 

According to an agency check- 
up, there were 30,904 cases of 
pickpocketing recorded in Japan 
last year, including I9{188 re- 
ported on trains, Suspects ar-

Red China Hopes to Push

Trade potentialities between 
Communist China and Latin 
American countries are already 
good and will grow, one of the 
most recent publications out of 
Peiping declares. 

The prediction for increased 
trade by the Red Chinese with 


Latin America came in the 
English-language magazine 
China Reoonstructs which is 


printed in Peiping and distribt- 
ted in Tokyo. 

The magazine, in its “Trade 
Winds” column, said that the 
old argument that (Communist) 
China and Latin America were 
much alike that they had 
little to exchange was no longer 
true. 

“Such views are fast being 
outdated,” the magazine said, 
basing some of what it said on 
estimates made by a six-member 
delevation of the People’s Bank 
of China which toured Urugvay, 
Argentina and Chile late last 
year.

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Our Primitive Sewerage 
Most people in Tokyo today would find it hard to im- 
. agine what the old-timers remember—a Venetian-like city 
through which you could take a pleasant boat tour on a 
warm summer evening~ We are thankful that so many 
of the canals have been filled in. 
The only purpose that the remaining waterways seem 


to serve now is to collect filth. 


And thus they are to be 


classified with the vast mileage of open ditches that the 


modern metropolis is still laced with. 


Not only Tokyo, 


but every Japanese city has a sewerage system like this. 


Of course, the thing is it’s not a system at all. 


Most 


of the ditches are-natural streams that have become the 
way they are through the process of rapid urbanization. 


More people, more refuse. 


municipal disposal facilities, 


And in the absence of any 


the abundant streams have 


been conveniently appropriated. 
It is always sad to contemplate’ the unerring encroach- 
ment of the city upon the natural beauty of the country. 


But no city need be ugly. 


Indeed, we have much man- 
made beauty in Tokyo to be proud of. 


Perhaps our most 


conspicuous shame, however, is the stench and danger of 


our primitive sewerage. 


lt is especially conspicuous at this time of year, too. 
And additionally so this year, since the long dry spell has 
left many of the ditches stagnant. 

Needless to say, aesthetic considerations are secondary 
here to the very serious health problem that this condi- 
‘tion makes. Health and sanitation authorities in the capital 
have predicted this to become a boom year for flies and mos- 
quitoes, unless the usual contro] efforts, such as periodic 


spraying, are redoubled. 


The citizens will have to pitch in, with aid and direc- 
tion from the authorities, if we are to get through this 
summer without a serious epidemic. Beginning June 16, the 
Metropolitan Public Health Bureau is conducting a month- 
long campaign to educate the public on how to prevent and 


combat summer diseases. 


Plans for the campaign are on an impressive scale— 
ranging from lecture meetings to the distribution of in- 
secticides to every household in the city. Meanwhile, gangs 
of workers are being put to weeding parks and even to 
cleaning the rivers and canais 

We naturally hope for the success of the campaign. 


It must be a success. 


But we can't help worrying what 


is going to happen after the initial effort. 
And the item in the plans that impresses us most is 
the promised construction of some 190,000 feet of new 


sewage drains. 


Modest as this is, it is the only project 


that suggests a fundamental and lasting solution to the 


city’s health problem. 


On a large scale, it could also 


result in a much more attractive city. 


All-Night Dens 


The problem of Tokyo’s all-night 


“coffee shops” has come to 


“tearooms” and 
the fore lately, and indica- 


tions are that the authorities will soon begin to crack down 
on these establishments, There is even some talk of making 


them illegal. 


But exactly what measures should be taken it is not 
S0 Simple to decide. What will be made illegal? 
; “Tearoom” or “coffee shop” are of course euphemisms. 
It would be more accurate to call them bars. but even 
that could be a misleading designation. What they happen 
to sell over the counter seems to make little difference. 
The important thing is the atmosphere and the clientele 


these dens cater to. 
They are the staging 
types. 


; areas for criminal elements of ail 
Tokyo police have concentrated on them, for in- 


Stance, in their current dragnets for members of the 
racketeer gangs that infest the city. 

Dope peddling and prostitution are actively carried on 
by many of the proprietors or habitues. The abolition of 
legal prostitution, in fact, is cited as a principal factor in 
the mushrooming of the all-night dens. 

_ And, worst of all, most of the people to be found in 
tnese dimly lit places are youths, not all of whom are yet 


criminals exactly. 


But in such an atmosphere they quick- 


ly graduate from the relatively innocent stage of juvenile 


delinquency. 


Thus, whether we have a proper name for them or 
not, these establishments are certainly to be marked for 
extinction. And the quicker the better. 

As of the end of last month there were about 7,000 of 
them in the city, and they had been increasing since the 
first of the year at the rate of 200 a month. 

The question might be asked is it not possible to have 
some sort of legitimate shops operating all night, or at 


least later than the usual rather early closing hours, 


We 


need to review the laws on all after-dark establishments 
and to maintain a strict surveillance on them all.

This is 
an especially grave matter be- 
cause the Japanese readers are 

rhaps more interested in in- 
ternational affairs than any 
other readers in the world.

Why, then, are Japanese 
newspapers of little help in 
gaining knowledge oO the 
French crisis? It is because 


they do not give a_ continuous 
report of the facts and because, 
when the incident broke out, 
they did not provide us with 
detailed information from all 
angles, including the historical 
background, the chief personal- 
ities involved, their policies, the 
situation in Africa and its eco- 
nomic crisis. 

The true situation of the 
French crisis cannot be grasped 
without reading the New York 
and London Times, English and 
American news magazines or 
French newspapers. such as-Le 
Monde. 

This is more than. unfor- 
tunate for us because Japanese 
newspapers shoot news at us in 
spurts, like spouts from a gey- 
ser or sudden eruptions of a vol- 
cano. And often news of tm- 
portant happenings as a rebel- 
lion, civil war, terrorism or 
massacres are hidden in an in- 
significant corner of the paper 
or ‘entirely ignored. 

Although eruptions in inter- 
national politics may be predict- 
ed, aa long as a paranoiec like 
Hitler does not raise his head, 
we will regret it one day if we 
do not gige due consideration to 

the eruption. 
is understandable that 
readers in general were more 
deeply impressed by the Asian 
Games than by foreign events, 
highlighted as it was by its 
dramatic opening and closing 
ceremonies, sportsmanship and 
fair play. 

But the newspapers must be 
criticized for falling to bring to 
the attention of readers the two 
conferences held in Moscow, 
even though the Kremlin kept 
comparative silence about them.

Asians and Hawaiian Statehood

WASHINGTON (AP) — Has 
the U.S. territory of the 
Hawaii's large Asian population 
prevented jit from being admit- 
ted to statehood? 
__Democratieterritorial délegate 
John A. Burns thinks not, and 
he is optimistic that the so-call- 
ed crossroads of the Pacific will 
be accepted as the 50th state. if 
not now, by the next Congress. 


Nevertheless Burns, who de- 
scribes himself as a former 
policeman (he was once a 


Honolulu detective), does nat 
mince words. ‘ 

Of the 600,000 residents of the 
territory, minority groups of 
Asian ancestry—Japanese, Ko- 
reans, Chinese and Filipinos— 
compose 40 per cent, 

As far pack as 1900, Surns 
said, the then governor of Ha- 
wail, Sanford Ballard Dole, de- 
clared publicly that statehood 
was out of the question for 
Hawaii because it would result 
in a Japanese governor, 

That attitude persisted on the 
part of the influential economic 
group in Hawaii until 1945, al- 
though it was not publicly ex- 
pressed, Burns said.
